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Cabbage Palm Is . 
Quite A Uséful Tree 


TALLAHASSEE — The trouble 
with cabbage palms seems to ve 
that enough people aren't doing 
enougif things with them. 

State Forester C. H. Coulter, a 
man devoted to the neglected 
cause of the cabbage palms, will 
reel off the uses of the versatile 
tree at the drop of a frond. 

His eyes lit up the other day 
when a reporter suggested coming 
by ‘to discuss cabbage palms. When 
the news gatherer showed up. 
Coulter was primed for the occa- 
sion. 

He had the better part of a tree 
on hand for a demonstration. First 
on the program: was a snack of 
cabbage palm heart. Practically all 
of Coulter's staff was called in for! 
a nibble. 

“Tt tastes like a mixture of 
chestnut and cabbage with a little 
celery lurking in the background,” 
. was’ Coulter's sales. talk. Nearly 
everyone liked it. 

What else can you do with a 
cabbage palm? Coulter had plenty 
of evidence to show brushes can 
be made from the fiber and hot 
pads can be made from sections 
of the logs. He seated the report- 
er in a chair made from the stem: 
and he cooled things off with a 
fan made from one of the leaves. | 

He displayed pictures of a house | 
made by using pieces of the wood 
as if they were bricks. He brought | 
forth a picture of tbe great seal | 
of the State of Florida to show a | 
cabbage palm forms part of its |

design. 

He reported on use of cabbage 
palm trunks as wharf pilings, use 
of their leaves for hats, mats and 
baskets. He said a tough, fibrous 
webbing grown by the tree can be 
used for pin cushions. 

Animals and some peopl> 
who've acquired the taste—eat the 
berries of the cabbage palm. An 
oil cake for use in fattening cattle 
can be made from its seeds.

Stafford Cites New 
Veterans’ Law 


On-the-job training for Worid 
War II veterans became a more at- 
tractive proposition last week, 
when wage ceilings were raised 
by a new legislation in congress. 
‘The bill became law upon the sig- 
nature of President Truman, 

According to James A. Stafford, 
Veterans Service Officer. for the 
Everglades section, the new ceil- 
ings are $210. for a veteran wita- 
out dependents; $270 for a veteran 
with one dependent; and $290.for 
a veteran with more than one de- 
pendent. Thése figures include 
both compensation from the em- 
ployer and subsistence allowance 
from the Government. 

“Passage of this law does not 
mean that every veteran in on-the- 
job training will be eligible. to 
receive these amounts,” Stafford 
explained. “Each on-the-job- train- 
ing program is written indiv 
ly. Thus, the maximum amount 
payable to the veteran his 
jective wage”—or the wag
